Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-47 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not specifically disclose the combination of limitations of claim 1 : an 
autostereoscopic display comprising: a pixellated transflective spatial light modulator 
comprising at least one first region, at least one second region, and a plurality of pixels; 
a backlight; an arrangement for substantially preventing transmission of light through 
said at least one first region of said modulator to an autostereoscopic viewing region of 
said display; and a controller for setting at least some of said pixels of said at least one 
first region to a first predetermined transmissivity and for setting at least some of said 
pixels of said at least one second region of said modulator to a second predetermined 
transmissivity less than said first transmissivity, said controller being further arranged to 
set said at least some of said pixels of said at least one second region of said modulator 
to a transmissivity according to a user selected crosstalk level for assessing crosstalk 
due to a change in the amount of reflected light relative to transmitted light in 
conjunction with the transflective spatial light modulator by the appearance of said at 
least one first and second regions. Independent claim 24 is patentable for at least
